shown that at the beginning of the 
year of 19 10 there was a balance in 
the city treasurer of $2.37)8.43. From 
January 1 until December 31. a total 
sum of $59 ,782.73 was received mak­ 
ing the total amount received $62,- 
341.16. 
During the year the dis­ 


b u r s e m e n t s of the city were $55,374.61 
leaving a balance in the treasurer at 
the beginning of 1911 of $6.9 46.55. 
The balance is divided into three 
separate funds as follows: general 
fund, $13.9 8; sinking fund. $5,355.46; 
sewer fund, $1.577.11. From the gen­ 
eral fund the general expenses of the 
city departments are paid, and a s 
the appropriation is made from an 
estimate of about the sum the various 
departments will need, the balance is 
usually small. 
The sinking fund is 
maintained in order that the muni­ 
cipality may have money to pay off 
the bonded indebtedness from time to 
time as the bonds fall due. 
The mon­ 
ey in the sewer fund is to pay the ex­ 
penses of building new sewers and 
making the necessary repairs. 
The report which will be filed with 
the accounting board will show that 
the city had a bonded indebtedness of 
$39 ,000 at 
the close of the year. 
$4,000 of this sum was invested for 
bonds to secure money to locate the 
automobile factory which remained 
here but a short time.

The question was adv anced by rep 
resentativ es of the anti-liquor forces

The absence of any prov ision con­ 
cerning woman suffrage has attracted 
considerable attention among the wom­ 
en of the stale who hav e been urging 
equal suffrage and these forces are ex­ 
pected to join with the Anti-Saloon 
League» forces in an effort to defeat 
adoption of the measure,

In less than ten minutes after Sena­ 
tor Proctor had demanded a suspen­ 
sion of the rules yesterday afternoon 
in order to take up the new local op­ 
tion bill, prepared as a substitute tor 
tin* recently enacted law on that sub­ 
ject, the measure had passed the sen­ 
ate by a v ote of 2k to 17.

street gave Mr. Gould credit for that 
discretion which is the b etter part of 
courage. 


Mr. G o u ld 's Statem ent.

Women are tired of b eing 
told to open their mouths and shut 
their ey es and every thing will b e done 
for them. 
If the home is women’s 
sphere surely the tiltliy streets through

She told the recent conservation con­ 
gress in St. Paul of tli« » simple, plain, 
b ut time tested housekeeping methods 
that under her direction have b een 
applied in a num b er of cities and of 
the excellent results which had follow­ 
ed. 
So practical were all these said

immediately 
after her speech the state b oard of 
health of Minnesota voted an appro­ 
priation to engage five weeks of her 
I time. 
The b oard asked her to visit : 
the twelve largest towns <»f the state, | 
view' them with the ey e of a house­ 
keeper and report. 
Now those cities 
are getting the house «’leaning of their I 
lives. 
Some time ago the ideal of pub lic 
service grew so strong in her heart 
that Mrs. Crane resigned her pastorate { 
and devoted her entire time to civic j 
work. 
She organized the Women’s 
Civic Improvement league and started 
out to clean u;> Kalamazoo, which sad­ 
ly needed cleaning at that time. 
Mrs. 
Crane offered to take charge of the 
street cleaning department. After much 
persuasion the city council gave her 
charge of six b locks on Main street 
for three months. 
Mrs. Crane institut- j 
ed the plan of “white wings” b and 
workers and soon b ad her section of 
the town entirely clean. Moreover, she 
was saving money on the job . 
For a 
j certain allotted space of street K ala­ 
mazoo b ad b een expending $ 8.30. Mrs. 
Crane cleaned the same space for $ 5 
and b anded the extra $ 3.30 b ack to 
tin» 
department. 
Before 
her 
three» 
months had elapsed the city had adopt­ 
ed her plan. 
This was only fin* b eginning. 
Mrs. j 
Crane and 
her Civic 
Improvement 
league next went after Kalamazoo’s 
food supply . 
They visited the slaugh- j 
ter house's, the dairies, the markets, 
and the reports they turned in to the 
club s, the churches and the newspa­ 
pers wvre so startling that the town 
almost lost its appetite. 
The re» sult 
of the league’s exposures was a law 
providing for munic ipal inspection of 
meat, milk and all market products. 
All the pub lic Institutions in the* viciu-! 
1 
i 
ity of Kalamazoo were next b rought 
under the inspection of the* league. 
The almshouse was found to he in a 
shocking condition 
of 
neglect. 
The 
women cleaned it up. 
Other institu­ 
tions were examined and found lack­ 
ing. The women supplied their wants, 
or, rather, they mad« * the proper au­ 
thorities supply them. 
H aving made Kalamazoo into tlie 
“spotless tow n” of the northwest, Mrs. | 
Crane continued, b y means of writing 
an« l lecturing, to preach the gospel of; 
civic cleanliness and order. 
Soon <lis- j 
tant cities b egan to send for this pub ­ 
lic housekeeper to tell them th« *ir own 
shortcomings.

Crane’s work Is that it has proved in 
almost every case permanent. Her vis­ 
it and inspection are followed b y or­ 
ganization of <*ff<» rt to b ring ab out tie* 
changes suggested b y her.
